FOREIGN LEGION LEADS 
FRENCH INTO LORRAINE 


With the French Army in Lorraine. 
Sunday, Nov. 17.—French troops made 
their first erttry into recovered Lorraine 
today and were acclaimed by the p6p« 
lations that assembled in the towns and 
villages to meet them. 
The honor of leading the advance 
across the recently-abolished 
frontier 


fell to the Moroccan division, including 
the^fampus-fotfeign legi&n. The soldiers 
of the" legion wore their decorations— 
the highest accorded to any unit in the 
French army during the war. They also 
wore their new shoulder-tags. 
. 


Soon after dawn the boys of Lorraine 
who had unearthed bicycle tires that 
had remained hidden from the Germans 
during the many long months, rode out 
to meet the column marching toward 
Chateau-Salins. 
The French tricolor 


could be seen in the early morning light 
Hying from the first houses of the town, 
although the last of the German troops 
had not yet left. 
The streets were filled before the 
troops came into sight and. when the 
head of the column appeared with 
General Dogan in the lead, it was re- 
ceived with shouts of joy. Old men, 
wofnen and children rushed out with 
improvised paper flags, laughing, shout- 
ing and weeping in turn. 
The 
first 
automobiles 
containing 
French officers were taken by storm 
and loaded to overflowing with boys and 
girls dressed in their Sunday clothes, 
cheering for France and singing the 
"Marseilaise," while, wheezy 
phono- 
graphs—the only music the town afford- 
ed—executed the national anthem from 
records that had escaped the eyes of the 
Germans. 


It was difficult to conceive that Cha- 
teau-Sahns could ever have been any- 
thing but French. After 47 years of 
German rule the town appeared even 
more intensely patriotic than French 
towns that had never known other than 
French rule. 


General Dogan's entry was preceded 


by the formal surrender of the town 
by four German officers who had re- 
mained, to turn over the official admin- 
istration. With grave dignity the Ge~ 
mans marched out of the town to meet 
the advancing column while the inhabi- 
tants looked on in silence. After turn- 
Ins over their powers the German" 
withdrew and watched from a distance 
the scene of delirious joy that moved 
all other spectators to tears. 
Thousands of returned prisoners in a 
wasted and exhausted condition are ar- 
riving by all roads leading through Al- 
sace and Lorraine after a tramp of four 
days during which they lived on only 
what the population could spare from 
the mcaCTo supplies that had been left 
to them. 
The British prisoners who 
came into Chateau-Saline i>assed within 
a fcv.- yards of a. party of Herman of- 
ficial* whose well-fed appearance fur- 
nished a most striking contrast with the 
boys who. although they had been in 
captivity only since April had lost l«i. 
20 and 30 pounds in weight. Thf Brit- 
ishers were received with great emotion 
by the inhabitants who did everything: 
possible to make easier Hie rest of their 
pilgrimage.'

Ghent Wednesday. Nov. 13. — King Al- 
bert, Queen Elizabeth and Prince I*o- 
pold of Belgium, made their official en- 
trance into Ghent today. Huge crowds. 
delirious with enthusiasm, lined the 
streets. The royal i-arty moved through 
cheering throngs amid showers of roses 
and chrysanthemums. Every balcony, 
window and roof was covered with peo- 
ple, 
some of whom clung periously to 
chimneys and cornices.

Washington; Nov. 18. — Government 
agents see evidences that German pio- 
paganda machinery in 
the United 
States is being put in working order 
again to promote sentiment of leniency 
toward Germany in peace terms Con- 
sequently department of justice offi- 
cials today warned that the public 
should remain watchful 
against re 
sumption or organized propaganda by 
interests formerly actively pro-German, 
and for the past year passive. 
Concerted movement is apparent, of- 
ficials say, in utterances of many indi- 
viduals, a few organizations formerly 
active for German interests and some 
newspapers. 
There is no organized 
leadership, it is believed, but local in- 
terests have taken their cue from offi- 
cial pleas from Germany for leniency 
in armistice and final peace terms. 
The interest 
of the government 
agents combatting enemy propaganda 
at this time is not to suppress free ex- 
pression of opinion, it is explained, but 
to fight.

The Allied Indemnity Will 
Mount to Billions, Wash- 
ington Officials Believe.

Washington, N<>v 18.—Study of Ger- 


many's financial situation has been un- 
dertaken by government agencies h'e're 
with a view of throwing light on the 
ability of the German nation to pay 
big sums as reparation for devastation 
of invaded countnos 
Unofficial 
re- 


ports indicate that Germany's national 
debt, represented mainly by war bonds 
held within'the empire, is now nearly 
$35,000,000,000 or almost two fifths of 
the estimated national wealth of $80,- 
000,000,000. 
Although there' has been no official 
announcement or intimation of the ag- 
gregate amount which the allies will 
expect Germany to pay, it is certain 
to run into billions of dollars, and nec- 
essarily the terms of payment must 
accord with Germany's ability to pay 
This ability •will be measured by the 
nation's power to revive her peace- 
time industries and trade and to tax 
this for state purposes. Financial ob- 
servers here say some claims for res 
toration and restitution set forth by 
interests in a few allied nations are ex- 
travagant, because thej are beyond 
Germany's ability, e'^en though this is 
estimated at the highest. 
The victorious allies will not concern 
themselves primarily, it is believed, 
with Germany's redemption of her own 
national debt, since this is largely in- 
ternal. Comparatively small amounts 
of German war bonds are owned out- 
side Germany and perhaps the largest 
sums are held by citizens of the United 
States, former German subjects. 
Offi- 
cials here who have known internal 
conditions in Germany in the past do 
not believe the government will repu- 
diate the internal indebtedness, but 
think rather that taxes will be made 
so heavy as to force citizens to turn in 
their bonds irrsettlernent. In this waj 
the debt would.be cancelled with out 
actual repudiatfffte 
> - 
There is some'discussion in official 
circles here of the advisability of the 
allies requiring payment of an indefi- 
nite amount of reparatiqn, this sum to 
be determined in the future by com 
missions, as the physical reconstuction 
progresses in Belgium and France, and 
the actual cost of the work becomes 
more clearly determined than now. It 
is pointed out that that future pro- 
posals cannot be. measured accurately 
at present. 
Interest on the part of 
American officials in the subject is 
somewhat indirect, however, inasmuch 
as the government expects none of the 
pavments to go to its credit. 
What ever may be the weight of the 
final burden of reparation and restitu- 
tion to be placed on Germany, the 
enormity of the task ahead of her may 
be illustrated by comparison of her 
national debt with that of the United 
States. Germanv has 66,000,000 popu- 
lation and $80.000.000,000 of estimated 
wealth, to pay $35,000,000.000 of war 
debt already created. The United States 
lias 110,000,000 population and an esti- 
mated national wealth of $250,000,000, 
000 "to pay nearly $18,000,000.000 war 
debt already created or approximately 
$23,000,000,000 
within 
another 
six 
months. This means that the per cap- 
ita burden will be at least three times 
greater in Germany than in the United 
States.

TO ISSUE FIRST PAPER

Paris. Xov. 18—Louis Forrest, one 
of the editors of the Matin, succeeded 
entering Metz. Ins home town yester- 
day. 
He was. the first Frenchman to 
enter since hostilities ceased. He was 
given a lively welcome by the populace 
although German soldiers and officials 
were still in the city. 
A revolt occurred in McUs Nov. 10 
and a soldiers council was formed un- 
der the 
leadership of two socialist 
workmen and a non-commissioned offi- 
cer. 
The membership of the council 
was made up of a few workmen and 
many soldiers. 
Governor -von Le Quis attempted to 
resist and man-lied a squadron of cav- 
alry with machine guns to the Place 
des Armes. 
He ordered the cavalry 
to charge but the-v fraternized with the 
mutineers. The governor then ordered 
all the authority to place themselves 
at the service of the revolutionists. 


All went nell -it first but the influ- 
ence of the council proved evanescent 
and the cowncil lost all 
popularity.

Washington, Nov. 18.—President Wilson, in a proclamation todav. desig- 
nated Thursday, Nov. 28, as Thanksgiving- Day, and said this year the Ameri 
can people have special and moving cause to be grateful and rejoice. Com- 
plete victory, he said, has brought not only peace, but the confident promise 
of a new day as .well, in which "justice shall replace force and jealous intrigue 
among the nations." 
The proclamation follows- 


THANKSGIVING, 1918. 


By the President of the United States of America: A Proclamation. 
It has long been our custom to turn in the autumn of the year in praise and 
thanksgiving to Almighty God for his many blessings and mercies to us as a 
nation. This year we have special and moving cause to be grateful and re- 
joice. God in his good pleasure has given us peace. It has not come as a 
mere cessation of arms, a mere relief from the strain and tragedy of, war. 
If 
has come as a great triumph" of right. Complete victory has brought us, riot 
peace alone, but the confident promise of a new day as well,-in which justice 
shall replace force and jealous Intrigue among the nations: Our gallant 
armies have participated in a triumph which is not marred or stained by. any 
purpose of selfish aggression. In a righteous cause they have won immortal 
glory and have nobly served their nation in serving mankind. God has indeed 
been gracious. We have cause for such rejoicing as revives and strengthens 
in us all the best traditions of our1 national history. A new day shines about 
us, in which our hearts take new courage and look forward with new hope to 
new and greater duties. 
While we render thanks for these things, let us not forget to seek the divine 
guidance in the performance of those duties, and divine mercy and forgiveness 
lor all errors of act or purpose, and pray that in all that we do we s>hall 
strengthen the ties of friendship and mutual respect upon which we must as 
sist to build the new structure of peace and good, will among the nations. 


Wherefore, 1, Woodrow Wilson, president of the United-States of America, 


do hereby designate Thursday, the twenty-eighth day of November next', as a 
day of thanksgiving and prayer, and invite the people throughout the land to 
cease upon that day from their ordinary occupations* and in their several 
homes and places of worship to render thanks to God, the ruler of nations. 
In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of 
the United States to be affixed. 


Done in the District of Columbia this sixteenth day of November,, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred arid eighteen and of the independ- 
ence of the United States of America the o'ne hundred and forty-third.

Washington, Nov. IS.—The influenza 
epidemic in the United States leaped a 
bigger death harvest than the great 
war did in the American armies, ac- 
cording to the latest figures issued by 
the government. 


The war casualty list, including the 
list released Nov. 17. places the total 
war deaths at 27,789, which compila-
